Today's reoorts indicate a weaken- 


ing of the Bulgarian resistance

the British pressure on the Eastern 
end ot the line, bejond the Struma 
Here the Bulgarians have evacuated 
Ne^olyen, whicn has been occupied 
by the British and repoited on the 
retreat. 


Previous offensive movements by 


the British east of tlie Struma have 
not been followed up vigorouslj. 
In 


the present operation, however, ihe 
British forces have withstood num- 
erous Bulgarian counter attacks, and 
the consolidation of all the ground 
gained is now reported
